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1 . AS REQUESTED REFTEL, USDEL HAS CONTACTED SECRETARIAT 
AND HAS BEEN ASSURED THAT REPORT OF WORKING GROUP ON COR- 
RUPT PRACTICES WILL BE FORMALLY ISSUED AS ECOSOC DOCUMENT 
MONDAY JULY 10 OR TUESDAY JULY 1 1 . WHILE FORMAL REQUIRE- 
MENT IS THAT DOCUMENTS FOR CONSIDERATION AT ECOSOC SHOULD

APPROVED BY THE COMMITTEE OVER OBJECTIONS OF RUSSIAN DEL

3. DEL HAS SPOKEN AT LENGTH WITH REPS FROM ARGENTINA, 

BRAZIL, UK AND FRG. ARGENTINE REP PARTICULARLY SEEMED 
INTERESTED AND LISTENED ATTENTIVELY TO US PITCH. HE EX- 
PRESSED PERCEPTION THAT THE TEXT WAS IMBALANCED IN FAVOR 
OF TNC OFFICIALS, AND THAT IF BRIBE TOOK PLACE IN A THIRD 
COUNTRY, TNC EMPLOYEE COULD NOT BE PROSECUTED WHILE OFFI-

OF CONDUCT HAD REALLY IN FACT MADE CONSIDERABLE PROGRESS.

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5. FRG EXTREMELY RETICENT ON US PROPOSAL FOR PLENIPOTEN- 
TIARY CONFERENCE. TO WHAT EXTENT FRG VIEWS ALSO REFLECT 
CONCERNS OF OTHER EC-9 COUNTRIES IS UNCLEAR (SEE PARA 6 
BELOW FOR COMMENT ON UK POSITION). GERMANS HAVE EXPRESSED 
TWO CONCERNS: ARTICLE 7 ON SOUTH AFRICA IN TEXT GIVES
